Distance education^ external studies^ correspdhdehce learhihg describe a 
system of * off-campus' teaching/learning strategy developed to assist persons 
Who cahndt attend 'on campus' learning whether it may be due to work or family 
coiflmi tments, physical disability or geographical remoteness from study 
centres. Internal students also now have the opportunity to participate in 
this alternative mode of study. 

In Western Australia, Murdoch University^ the Western Australian Institute of 
Technology, the Western Australian College of Advanced Education and the 
Technical Extehsibri Service of the Technical Education Division of the 
Education Department of W A^ all provide award courses in external studies. 
The University of Western Australia while not providing courses in external 
studies offers cbmmuriity education programmes each year in addition to the 
Annual Summer School. 

In Western Australia institutions providing external studies units have taken 
positive action to direct the nature and extent of their offerings in the 
interests of providing an efficient and cost effective mode of 
teaching/learning strategy geared to the needs of their students. 

This positive action is in keeping with the Cormionweal th Tertiary Education 
eomrni SSI on Review of Efficiency and Effectiveness. As part of this Review the 
CTEC Standing Gbrnmittee on External Studies has prepared advice to the Review 
Comrnittee on the possibilities of ratidhalizatidh of offerings and achieving 
greater economies of scale in external studies. Members of the External 
Studies Review Group (W A) have therefore agreed that the focus of the 1985 
Report will outline current areas of ratidhalizatidh dccurrihg in external 
studies in Western Australia. 

The sectidh dh "teaching Develdpmehts", dutliries individual prdgres taking 
place within each institution and illustrates initiatives taken by the 
Iristitutibhs to provide a comprehensive service for their students through 
increasing use df hew techndldgies^ improvements in the quality df resdurce 
material and improvements in production facilities. It also reflects the 
extension of the availability of learning opportunities to remote areas i 
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In the seetiori entitled "Ratibhalizatidri in External Studies" rationalization 
is illustrated in a number of areas^ for example in the mbnitbnhg arid 
planning of external studies units. Inter-sectdral co-operatidri is high- 
lighted through the availability of avenues of credit transfer for students 
wishing to study elsewhere. This spirit of co-operation is further high- 
lighted in relation to telecofttnunicatidns, the heed for close collabbratibri 
between educational sectors and between educational institutions in developing 
the uses of cbmmuriicatibris techriblbgy is described in the External Studies 
Report for 1984, Part 1. New developments in this field have been further 
extended in the 1985 Report. "Library Provision" illustrates both the co- 
operatibri and value of prbvi ding external students with access to a wide range 
of resource material which is of primary impibrtanee in tfws type of individual 
orientated method of study. In addition this type o1^ cd-operation is ridt cdh- 
firied to iristitutibris within Western Australia as cai: be seen in the section 
entitled "National Cb-dperatibri". 

Since rational izatibri is a major issue the theme will Be further extended for 
the 1986 Report.

TEACHING DEVELOPMENTS 1985 



Murdoch Uhi versi ty 



In 1985, twenty-five of Murdoch University's awards at undergraduate and post- 
graduate level were available to students enrolling in the external mode. In 
developing such a wide range of two-mode Programmes the University is ful- 
fullihg two of its long standing educational objectives: 

"to open opportunities to benefit from a University experience to 
those who are, or who have been disadvantaged by an inability to 
participate in a regular programme of University study" 

and 

"to provide a liberal and relevant edueatibri for a varied range of 
students (some of whom will be external) drawn from a wide rahge 
of age groups and from many walks of life". 

Because of the close integration of Progratiiffe availability and course unit 
cbriteht in the internal and external modes increasing numbers of students are 
taking advantage of the opportunity for 'mixed mode' study. In a State like 
Western Australia where many people spend Varying periods of time bh "ebuhtry 
postings" the ability to switch readily from campus to home based study asrd 
back without forfeiting progress or cbntihdity is most important. For metro- 
politan residents 'mixed mode' enrolments reduce the heed for work release 
whilst maintaihihg provision for regular campus contact. 



As a result of the success of the 1984 prcgramme bf non-award distance 
education, the University Extension exp^-iided its provision of courses for 
1985. These units are franchised from the Darling Downs Institute of Advanced 
Education. During the Autumn, Winter and Spring eommohity Education 
Programmes 28 units were offered (including repeats) for a total of 
542 enrol men tsi These were:

University Extension conducted a Needs Assessment of the cbntihuirig education 
requirements of dentists in Western Australia. The aim of the project was to 
assess the demand, cohterit and acceptable format of the continuing education 
requirements of dentists in the non-metropolitan areas ^ then to develop the 
most appropriate mode of instruction to service these needs. 



The sharing of the costs of the appointment of ah Extehsibh Officer formalized 
ah arrangement between University Extension and Murdoch University to co- 
operate in the provisidh of community arid cbritiriuirig education for Murdoch 
University. University Extension provides the prdfessibhal and administrative 
support for the programmes. The first project organized was the successful 
"Just for Kids - Summer u Murdoch". Iri 1986 the feasibility of producing 
jointly developed non-award distance education units will be investigated.

Western Australian Institute of Technblbgy 

1985 was a year of corisblidatiori at WAIT with emphasis on increased pro- 
ductivity and efficiency, the Centre is fully equipped with word prbcessbrs 
and most operations are compuU "ized. The outstanding exception is the des- 
patch and receipt of assignments and this is the next target for cbmputer- 
ization. A number of positive steps have been taken to imprbve the quality of 
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resource materials arid the quality of teaching. A major reviiw is Currently 
being undertaken to riview course materials; Some funds have been made 
available to Schools for course writing and cbbperatibh between tutors and 
External Studies staff in this review has been excellent. 



Questionnaires have been prepared for 1986 iJse to gather information on the 
reasons for student withdrawal. 



In 1985 WAIT contracted tO six regional centres a number of its courses. The 
courses included: 

Bachelor of Business 
Bachelor of Arts (Fine Arts) 
Bachelor of Applied Science (Nursing) 
Bachelor of Business (Agriculture) 
Associate Diploma in Agriculture 
Diploma of Teaching (TAPE) 

The number of courses contracted in any one centre ranged from one to four. 
The Bachelor of Business and Bachelor of Arts courses were available only at 
first year level. There were some 140 students studying WAIT courses under 
contract in 1985. 

The presence of contract students in regional centres has led to better 
library holdings^ better computer facilities, and to heightened staff 
interest. All of these outcomes have also been to the benefit of the local 
external student. 

No new courses were introduced in the external mode in 1985. The Institute - 
wide efforts to reduce contact hours and electives is expected to gradually 
reduce the number of units available in the external mode. 



Western Austral taiLEbllege of Advanced Education 



The Extension Service of the WA College serves as the centre of all off-campus 
instruction for students studying in the external mode as well as offering a 
wide range of Cummunity-oriented courses and activities which are self- 
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supporting. In addition, at the end of 1985 the full rsspbhsibility for all 
cbritihtiihg education activities in the College Was transferred from the 
various Schools of Study to the Extension Service. 



Eleven tertiary Award courses were offered fully in the external rtiOde in 1985^ 
as well as two pre-tertiary courses for people of Aboriginal descent. Some 
250 individual units were made available tb ir. excess of 1506 students who 
Were enrolled at some time during the year. 

The Extension Service has been heavily involved in 1985 in revising existing 
units and in producing new units consequent upon a majbr restructuring of the 
Cbllege's teacher educetioh courses. A new Graduate Diploma in 
Translating/ Interpreting in German was introduced at the beginning of 1985 and 
is unique in Australia. This course provides students with the recbghitioh by 
the National Accreditation Authority for Translators and Interpreters for 
Level 3 qualification ih the field. 

The enclave for trainee teachers of Aboriginal and non Aboriginal descent at 
Broome cbhtiriUed tb function successfully with external studies materials 
supplemented by on-site tutoring, the course came tb cbmpleti bh at the end of 
the year and a new enclave, identically organized commenced at CarriarVbh at 
the beginning of the year with 25 students. A further extension of this 
activity was mooted for 1986 in a centre ih the North West or Kimberley region 
of the State. 

During 1985 the Extehsibri Service contracted a number of its courses to 
regional Colleges at Albany, Hedland, Kalgborlie and Karratha particularly in 
the areas of Cbmputihg, library media and education. Some 102 students took 
advantage bf cbhtraetihg arrangements. 

The Cbmrnuhity programmes offered by the Extensibn Service on a totally 
self-supporting basis cover a wide range of community interests including a 
locally certificated course for teacher aides. Ih 1985 the College offered 
175 courses involving over 3000 participants. 
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The TecfinfcaM ducati'on Pi'visi'on of the W A Educatibh Bepirtii ie^ 

At the technical Educatidh Divisieh there is a growing interest in the use of 
external studies material as resource matin" al for class attendance students » 
as well as for supervised correspondence classes. 

In addition. Technical Education Division materials are being used to provide 
mixed mode offerings in District High Schools Which cannot provide ah adequate 
range Of subjects for students who have completed Year 10. 

The learning programmes for all subjects Offered by Technical Extehsioh 
Service are now catalogued and available for sale. Demand for the prbgrammes 
is increasing^ as is the demand for the texts produced by the Technical 
Publicetiohs Trust. 

Class attendance studehts who wish to do so may purchase Beth texts and 
learning programmes for their own Use, but may not submit assignments for 
marking. Studehts enrolled in the external mode receive their learning 
programmes free of charge. 



The development of on-site programmes available through the Mobile Resource 
Unit Continues and is being enhanced by the addition of pre-COUrse and 
post-course material in printed form. Pre-course material has tended to 
reduce the time spent on the introductory phase of the intensive course, while 
post-course material is intended to serve as ^ revision and reinforcement aid.

CURRENT AREAS GF RATI0NAbISATIBN IN EXTERNAL STUDIES 
l^stita^tlonal llonitoring Systems 

At Murdoch University all proposals for Programme arid Course develbpmerit in 
either mode are reviewed by the University's Academic Planning Committee. In 
additibri, Murdoch University Academic Council Resolution 88/79 requires: 

"that the External Studies Coninittee be invited to comment on all 
proposals for courses to be offered in the external mode before such 
proposals are finalised by School Boards and the Board of Part 1 
Studies for consideration by Academic Council". 



Guidelines adopted by the External Studies Committee include the proviso that, 
once a Programme is offered external ly^ a sequence must be developed to enable 
students to graduate within 6 years. 



Although the Western Australian Institute of Techriblbgy has no fbrmal 
monitoring system to examine the future needs for external studies offerings 
there are mechanisms by which continual assessment of current external studies 
units are made. This has resulted iri the cbrisequerit reductibri bf some streams 
in the Bachelor of Business degree and Bachelor of Arts (English). Units 
offered within the Bachelor of Applied Science (Home and Consumer Studies) 
have been discbhtiriued iri ebrijurietibri with the agreed move bf the Home arid 
(Consumer Studies Departmeht to the Western Australian College bf Advanced 
Education. Changes occurring in external studies are determined by the Heads 
bf Sehbols after a thbrbugh appraisal of both the needs of students arid the 
demand for new areas of external studies. 



The Westerri AustriLl Ian College bf Advanced Educatibri has a staridirig committee 
of its Academic Councils a Course Approvals Committee, this Committee 
receives all course submissions including those where it is proposed that they 
may be bffered exterrially. Major emphasis is placed, iri apprbvi rig courses, ori 
evidence bf heed and demand arid lacic bf duplicatibri bf effbrt withiri the State 
as well as national ly^ unless most specific and ddcumerited evidence can be 
provided from the community and institution already externalizing the course 
that substantial demand is still ribt beirig met. In 1985 the College withdrew 
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one course With two others planned to be subsumed under other courses at the 
begihhihg of 1986. Some separate units have also been withdrawn as a result 
of further rationalization of course structures within the W A ebllege. In 
addition many 3xternal studies units are offered oh a biennial basis so as hot 
to proliferate the costs involved in producing small unit runs annuany^ but 
sufficient to allow students adequate choice. 

There is a tacit agreement between the Western Australian Institute of 
Techhdldgy and the W A College in respect to External Studies with the 
Institute alone offering courses in Business Studies; the W A College offering 
courses in Education at post graduate diploma level and the Institute offering 
the Diploma of teachirrg (TAFE) and the Bachelor of Education (Conversion). 

Technical and Furt her-Education has specific guidelines on the offering of 
TAFE subjects by external studies. These guidelines are based on four 
considerations: 

1. the likelihood of students being employed in rural areas; 

2. The relevance of subjects to statutory or licensing requirements, or to 
established promotional pathways in particular industries; 

3. the likelihood of subjects not being offered by class attendance to 
metropolitan students; and 

4. the probability that students will be unable to attend classes. 

Prior to the introduction of new subjects, it is also mandatory that the 
offerings of TAFE external studies institutions in other states be examined to 
determine if a similar subject exists already. 

Where suitable subjects are identified, three options exist. These are: 

1. the enrolment of Western Australian students in another state; 

2. the purchase and use of material from another state for locally enrolled 
students; and 
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3. the negotiation of an agreement for Western Australia to adapt all or 
part of the material from another state for its own use. 

Where existing subjects in a particular area have a history of very low 
enrolments, attempts are made to negotiate an exchange of students between 
states i so that a state can &aih additional students in one subject while 
being able to cease maintaining and offering another. The key to the success 
of this rationalization prbgramnie is the formalization of standard exemptions 
and course variations, and Western Australian TAFE has developed a 
comprehensive documentation of such exemptions and variations. 



In addition to the rational izatibri of specific subjects between states there 
is evidence of the development of successful strategier- for the co-operative 
development of courses on a national basis. These strategies are based on 
either cbhsbrtitim arrangements, in which each state produces a specific 
subject(sh or on a bureau network arrangement whereby one state produces the 
syllabus, another provides the content expertise ^ another the instructional 
design and production, while a fourth enrols and tutors the students. 



Credit Transfer 

the WAPSEC Report ihtd Credit transfer arrangements in W A reflected a genuine 
desire amongst institutions to increase credit transfer between sectors. When 
Murdoch B ni^^iiiy assumed responsibility for University external studies, 
arrangements were made to ensure that students of the University of Western 
Australia were not disadvantaged. The Murdoch University Handbook for 1986 
contains the following statement (p. 31 3). 



"Students who are proceeding With studies at the University of 
Western Australia and who find that they require the external 
mode to complete all or some of their rerT»aihing units, may 
transfer to a Murdoch University degree, or With Faculty 
approval i may credit Murdoch University courses towards their UWA 
Degree".

Murdoch's Population arid World ResiDurees Programme eish tains a Programme 
requirement for students to take the unit Population Economics at the 
University of Western Australia, In the external mode^ students enrol instead 
in, Ecbhbmetrics 275-1/375-1; Demography, offered by the University of New 
England. 

The Western Australian Institute of Techndli^ has formalized its policy in 
regard to credit transfer arrangements by the passing of resblutibhs by both 
the Institute Academic Board (lAB) and the Institute Resources Board (IRB). 

These resblutibhs support the principles bf ihterseetbral credit transfer and 
require that students (wishing to be considered for enrolment under this 
scheme) provide a statement from the parent institutions that fu11 credit will 
be given by that institutibh for units studied at WAIT. Other tertiary 
institutions are advised bf this provision and similar prbvisibh is expected 
from these to enable WAIT students to continue on with their study 
programmes. Oh a national basis WAIT has passed a resolution to ensure that 
]% of new ehrdlmehts (ie 30 EFTS) are allocated for the purposes of exchange 
arrangements to students from Colleges and Universities in Australia. 

The Aeademic Board Resbluti bh is in the cbntext of exchange agreements Which 
exist with the University of Illinois and with Kansai Gadei as overseas 
institutions and how embraces students from local institutions oh the 
understanding that WAIT students will also want tb enrbl bn beeasibn for units 
at those institutions. 

Discussions are currently being held between the Western Australian Ebllege-df 
ftdvaneed _Edficltibh , Sbuth Australia and Armidale with a view to rationalizing 
unit offerings in the Associate Diploma in Arts (Aboriginal and Intercul tural 
Studies) through cross crediting. 



TAFE has a comprehensive listing of standard exemptions through which students 
may obtain credit for studies at non-TAFE institutions. In addition, 
applications for credit fbr nbh listed subjects are considered by TAFE Council 
and are granted if they meet established criteria. 
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Library Provision 

Physical rembtehess from an institution should not mean rerndteness from 
library resources. The use of library resources by external students is of 
fundamental importance and therefore availability of access to a variety of 
resources is a desirable feature of this mode of study, ft study funded by 
CTEC through its Evaluations and Ihvestigatidhs program, entitled External 
Students and their Libraries, revealed^ that in addition to their own 
library external students made use of a number of other resource areas 
particularly tertiary libraries. Cd-dperatidn exists in Western Australia 
between tertiary institutions and other library agencies with respect to 
providing external students with reference to books, monographs and journal 
articles dh an inter-library loan basis. 

The Western ft us^traJlan Instit^ite of Technology runs external courses for 
students residing in Western Australia, in other Australian states and 
over,seas. 

The KAIT library maintains a cbllectioh of books for use by external students 
and provides lending, phdtdeopyihg and reference services to external students 
residing in W A. External students residing outside W A are expected to use 
other libraries, although some services are extended to them from the 
T L Robertson Library. Students may apply to the Librarian-in-Charge for a 
letter of introduction to the librarian at a tertiary institution closest to 
them. Students from other institutions are allowed borrowing privileges at 
the T L Robertson Library upon request to the Gireulatioh Librarian together 
with proof of enrolment from their home institution. 



The external library service is the responsibility of the Gireulatioh 
Librarian and it is staffed by 0.5 x professional librarian, 1 full-time 
clerical supervisor and 1 x 0.5 clerical assistant. Its collections form the

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core of library materials available to external students. The Robertson 
Library has a separate External Cblleetibh, Which is mairitaihed primarily for 
use by country students, who are given priority access because of their 
relative isolation from libraries. In addition they are given access to the 
main collection of the Robertson Library. 

Microfiche copies of the WAIT library catalogue are distributed gratis to the 
Albany technical College, Albany Public Library, Seraldton Regional College of 
TAPE, Hedland College, Karratha Cormnunity College and Newman Centre. On 
request, booRs are posted to students, free of charge, with return postage and 
labels enclosed (surface or airmail, depending upon distance ). Free postage 
also covers photocopies. To obtain photocopied material, a deposit of $26.00 
is required. A charge of seven cents per exposure is deducted from that 
deposit and the student notified accordingly. The balance is refundable^ upon 
request, at the end of the academic year or course of study. The inter 
library loans office will obtain material from within the state, ihter-state 
and overseas, for the postgraduate student. But only from within the state for 
undergraduates. Computer searches are provided for suitable topics and cost 
is dependent upon the subject and the level at which it is searched. The 
charges levied are the same as for internal students. 



External students living in the Perth metropol i*:ah area are expected to use 
the Robertson Library under the same rules and conditions as internal 
students, they may consult books from the External Collection on site, 
however^ they are hot permitted to borrow from this collection, nor are they 
eligible to use the mail lending and photocopying service. 



In circumstances where, because of genuine difficulty in getting to the 
library in normal opening hours, they are granted the same entitlements as 
country students. Metropolitan external students are entitled to use other 
academic libraries in Perth, according to the rules of the reciprocal access 
in force. 

All tAFE external students have access to library facilities at TAPE 
institutions (including the independent colleges) throughout the state. 

The HA J^oll^ge of Advanced Education provides some library materials at 
Hedland College for certain courses and also gives full rights to students of 
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the HA ebllege at ti> four country colleges with respect to reciprocal 
borrowing on an inter library loan basis. 

J ^egidhal-Edllege-LiBraries 

Hedland College Library 

the Hedlahd College Library offers extensive library services to all external 
students in its area. All resources and services available to other users 
including a comprehensive collection of books, journals and Audio visual 
resources and services including inter-library loans, on-line information 
retrieval services i reference services, media services and reader education 
are available to external students. 

A follow up check of our registered library users revealed that 6Q% of these 
external students are registered members of the library. In addition 
approximately 85^ of all external students make some use of the library. 

k arratha College Community Library 

The Karratha Gommunity Library has quite a comprehensive collection of post 
secondary and reference resources and also provides private study facilities 
for students. The Wickham School Community Library^ although having a limited 
upper secondary/post secondary resources, is also used as a private study 
facility. Both libraries have extended hours of opening to cater for the 
needs of both internal and external students. 

The Karratha Library allows extended (ie term) loans to external students 
provided multiple copies of the textbook or material are available and loans 
are returned on request. 

External students make use of the State Library Service Request arid 
Information Service to obtain resources although requests may take four to six 
weeks to arrive and the normal loan period is only three to four weeks. 

The public library system attempts to provide materials on a wide range of 
levels and subjects but is not designed to supply text books or multiple 
copies bri demand. External students arid tHeir parent educational institutions 
must accept responsibility for acquiring essential course materials. 
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kalgoorlie College Library 

The Joint Library Resource Centre for Kalgoor1i"e College and the W A School of 
Mines will provide library service to any bona fide student who can provide 
proof of current enrolment at any other institution. 

External students are given the same access to materials as the internal 
students though they are limited to four books at any one time and are not 
given the financial assistance shown to students on inter library loan costs. 

In addition external students have access to all materials including A-V 
hardware and software if necessary, journals, monographs and even access to 
the materials oh closed reserve ccllectioh. 

Tel ecoronuni cations 

The 1984 Report Of the External Studies Review Broup contained a chapter 
focussing specifically on Telecommunications and Satellite Technology and 
describing the collaborative work of the Western Australian Satellite 
Edueatibhal Advisory Group (WASEAG) and of the Inter-Institutional Committee 
on Educational Telecommunications, these efforts were maintained during 1985 
and resulted in two major achievements: 



1. Following the award of the Remote Cbtiinercial Television Service 
licence for Western Australia to Golden West Network Ltd, all four 
Tertiary institutions, and the Department of Education through the 
Audio-Visual branch and the Technical Extension Service participated 
in an Educational Television broadcasting scheme for school-based and 
home-based students in the Southwest of the State. Once the RCTS 
service is broadcast via Satellite from late-1986 the audience for 
such broadcasts should be Statewide (except for the Perth-Fremantle 
metropolitan area). 

2. WASEAG took steps during the year to encourage the State Government 
to consider establishing a small coordinating authority to facilitate 
and manage Statewide educational broadcasting with programmes 
developed from within the participant institutions. 
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Murdoch University and the University of Western Australia collaborated 
through the 6-ljVS(FM) Radio Station in further developing harrow easting using 
FM subcarrier technology for educational purposes. The significance of this 
work was recognized when in October 1985 the Australasian Academy of Broadcast 
Arts and Sciences gave 6-UVS(FM) a Pater Award for the "Host Dutstandihg Radio 
Ihhovatibh of 1985". 



the Western Australian Institute of technology has created a studio for 
telecbnmuhications containing telephones and facsimile, the studio also 
contains a television mbnitbr and VBR to enable videotapes to be viewed 
concurrently with students as a basis for discussion. Gohsideration is being 
given to landline exchange of graphical infohnation via the use of personal 
computers, in cbnjuhetibh with the Educational Media Cen:re a number of Video 
tapes have been produced in three subject areas for general broadcast by the 
television fiHN based in Bunbury. The W A College also contributed by 
presenting twenty four showings involving 15 programmes covering a number of 
courses. GWN as holder of the first Australian RCTS licence will reach to all 
parts of the state with the exception of the metropolitan area. This 
initiative gives hot only supporting resource material to students but is of 
general educative value to the eommuhity. 

eurrehtly, TAEE external studies offerings are listed on Viatel. Technical 
Extension Services also offers a range of communication facilities including 
telex for general communication. 

There are also two statewide computer networks. The first of these, the 
Student Data System, stores enrolment information on all TAFE students and, in 
addition, mainta ns a record of external students' work progress. Access to 
this system by approved personnel is avail Hible at any TAFE institution in 
Western Australia. 

The second network is the educational computing network, which is accessible 
by students. Once again access is available at any TAFE institution in 
Western Australia. 

There has bieeh some use of telecbhferehcing but the shortage of equipment in 
the regional centres has limited its use. 
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Inter-UhiverslAy-En 




Extern a l M ode 



1985 saw the introduction of BA Degrees In Women's Studies based bh ah 
exehahge of external enrblmehts between the University of Queensland^ Deakin 
University and Murdoch University. This innovation demonstrated how economies 
can be effected in planning new award courses by linking the efforts of 
academics, administrators and the services of autonomous tertiary institutions 
in different States. 

Following the success of the Women's Studies Venture the Vice-Chahcellors of 
the five dual -mode teaching Universities (Queensland, New England, Macquarie, 
Murdoch and Deakin) signed ah Accord in Hay 1985 endorsing the establishment 
of a eonsortium fo? University t^xternal studies. The Consortium has the 
following objectives: 

1; to facilitate student access to inter-university enrolment in 
individual external subjects and course units; 

2. to explore possibilities for the development of shared 
combinations of subjects and course units; 

3. to suggest ways of filling gaps and avoiding unnecessary 
duplication in the provision of university external studies 
programmes; and 

4. to encourage the development and use of shared suppiort 
facilities for external students. 

The Consortium supports but does not seek to reduce the ab'tonoiiiy of any 
participant university. 

During the rest of the year academic and administrative staff at all five 
Universities were involved in establishing procedures for the implementation 
of a broad-based ihter-university enrolment scheme for the 1986 academic year. 
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F ch year approximately 10? of Murdoch Univefsity external ehrblmehts come 
from students resident i"nter-state. In some cases these will be people who 
have cdmmenced study in Western Australia and subsequently transferred their 
residence. In others they will be students refBrrBti to the Uhiversi'ty by 
academic "brokerage" services such as those offered to Northern Territory 
residents by the Darwin Institute of Technology (Dr Kevin Livingston) and to 
Tasmapians by the North West Council for eommuhity Education {Dr Michael 
Walker). 

Pre-terti.iry courses run by the Jf^stecj^ atiitraUin^^al lege of Advanced 
Education are being utilized in the Northern Territory arid by TAPE in Gairris. 
In addition Darwiri iristitute is holding discussions with the College relating 
to the acqUisitibri of units in the Bachelor of Education programmes. 



The Jechnica l Ed u cat ion Division will be developing a satisfactory system for 
storirig learning materials in digital form to facilitate national resource 
sharing and to improve the opportunities for operi learhirig.

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CONCLUSION 

There has been a concerted attempt by iristi tutidns in Western Australia to 
achieve ah efficient and cost effective method of external studies delivery 
by taking into account the rational use of resources. The following trends 
have therefore emerged in 1985. 

There has been a refinement of existing offerings both in 
terms of presentation of material and of teaching and 
production of resources and this pattern seems likely to 
continue in the future. 

; There is Widespread support for intersectoral credit transfer 
arrangements between institutions offering external studies 
both in Western Australia and on a national basis. 

There has been a concerted effort to accommodate the needs of 
the community by offering mixed mode options to those 
students who require both on and off campus study. 

Improvements have been made in study support for students in 
both metropolitan and country areas by means of inter library 
loan exchange and application of neW telecommunications. 

Data analysis indicates that females mainly prefer the option 
of studying externally. Although external study is offered on 
a statewide basis the greatest proportion of persons in this 
form of teaching/learning strategy are found in the 
metropolitan area. A significant growth has also occurred in 
student numbers in the technical Education Division. 

The 1985 Report has attempted to foreshadow the types of planning 
which Will Ultimately evolve in forthcoming years. The 1986 Report 
will focus on the extension of the considerable co-operative efforts 
already existing between institutions providing external studies in 
Western Australia in an effort to create an efficient and alternative 
learning mode.

Conflict may occur in the prosision of External Studies offerings in 
attempting to balance the needs of students and the necessity of 
achieving economies of scale. 

Institutions providing external studies in Western Australia have 

achieved a cost effective method of delivering external studies offerings 
despite low unit enrolments in a few areas; This is accomplished because 
of the nature of production runs in each institution. Materials from 
production runs are Used by bbth^i Sternal (on campus) and external 
students. The external studies material from the Technical Extension 
Service in particular is used in a variety of face to face situations i>y 
other TftFE coHeges, in high schools by mobile and short course teaching 
uhits^ by interstate TAFE organizations and various other bodies, eg 
Australian Maritime College and industry training officers. 

Production runs are used mainly for brie yearns req^^^^^ 
recycling iri the second year provided changes have not been incorporated 
for the riew run. Where riuiSbers are very low, special arrangements are 
made to avoid production runs by the photocopying of material. 
Oecasibrially small print runs are a necessity in servicing small numbers 
iri particular fields of study which are offered Ori a rieeds basis^ for 
example Art Teachers (Bachelor of EducatiOri). Such enrolments will never 
be large. A similar problem occurs on campus. Fields such as secondary 
science, art and mathematics have small erirblmerits. This pattern is 
repeated externally. 

In Cbriclusidri giveri the efficlerit techriqlbgies now in use in each 
iristitutibri arid the high degree of integration with internal student 
requirements little advaritage would accrue from a centralised print 
facility to serve all external studies providers.
